RULE 3.  COMMENCEMENT OF ACTION

. . . . 

(c) Proceeding In Forma Pauperis. A party may proceed in forma pauperis

in accordance with sections 11-53-17 and 11-53-19 of the Mississippi Code

Annotated. If a pauper’s affidavit is filed in the action the costs deposit and

security for costs may be waived. The court may, however, on the motion of

any party, on the motion of the clerk of the court, or on its own initiative,

examine the affiant as to the facts and circumstances of his pauperism.
